On  the  Sideline

This  problem  of  getting  BYU  a football  coach — and  maybe 
even  a football  team — is  something  of  a thorny  one. 

So  far,  rumors  have  been  flying  fast  and  thick,  with  every- 
body from  Otto  Graham  to  Amos  Alonzo  Stagg  being  mentioned. 
Mostly  they're  just  rumors,  and  the  few  who  are  in  a position  to 
know  just  aren’t  talking  yet.  Reliable  word  has  it  that  between 
70  and  80  applications  have  been  received  for  the  job,  some  of 
them  from  top  men.  It  has  also  been  reported  that  several  top 
coaching  prospects  have  been  to  look  over  the  athletic  situation 
here  on  campus. 

We  should  know  within  a week  or  two.  But  everyone 
concerned  knows  that  time  is  the  least  of  their  worries.  They 
can’t  afford  to  make  a mistake.  But  right  now  BYU’s  presi- 
dent, Dr.  Ernest  Wilkinson,  athletic  directo'r  Ed  Kimball, 
and  a bevy  of  other  assistant  coaches  and  athletic  men  are 
entrenched  in  the  big  NCAA  football  coaches  meeting  in 
Los  Angeles.  This  is  the  place  where  football  coaches  are 
traded  and  bought,  and  we  have  a whole  squad  of  men  there 
to  look  over  the  crop,  so  something  should  happen  before 
too  long. 


As  we  said,  a choice  here  presents  a problem.  First,  the  man 
must  have  the  ability  to  put  out  a winning  football  team.  We’re 
over  the  hump  now  and  on  our  way  up  and  people  are  going  to 
expect  it.  But  above  all  else,  he  must  be  of  a moral  and  ethical 
fibre  to  represent  BYU  well  on  and  off  the  field  throughout  the 
nation.  A classic  example  of  such  a combination  has  been  achieved 
in  basketball  with  such  a fine  coach  and  man  as  Stan  Watts,  but 
such  a thing  will  take  some  doing  in  football,  so  it  will  pay  to 
screen  the  applicants  well. 

Rex  Berry’s  name  was  one  of  the  first  to  crop  up  in  the 
consideration  of  a football  coach.  Rex  played  at  BYU  and  has 
been  with  the  San  Francisco  49’s  for  several  years  as  a de- 
fensive halfback,  one  of  the  finest  men  in  pro  football  at  that 
position.  Although  he  has  helped  coaches  here  in  spring 
practice  for  several  years,  we  feel  that  a more  proven  coach 
will  be  picked.  We’d  like  to  see  Rex  come  as  a backfield 
coach,  though. 

Another  name  that  has  consistently  been  around  is  that  of 
Max  Spillsbury,  line  coach  at  the  University  of  Arizona  under 
Warren  Woodson.
